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CHAPTER #9 


Paragraph #1 

Hebrews 10:24 - 25 And let us consider one another in order to stir up 
love and good works, 25 not forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as is the manner of some, but exhorting one another, and so 
much the more as you see the Day approaching. 


Paragraph #2 

Romans 12:4 - 8 For as we have many members in one body, but all the 
members do not have the same function, 5 so we, being many, are one 
body in Christ, and individually members of one another. "Having then 
gifts differing according to the grace that is given to us, let us use them: 
if prophecy, let us prophesy in proportion to our faith; 7 or ministry, let us 
use it in our ministering; he who teaches, in teaching; 8 he who exhorts, 
in exhortation; he who gives, with liberality; he who leads, with diligence; 
he who shows mercy, with cheerfulness. 

1 Corinthians 12:14 - 27 For in fact the body is not one member but 
many. ,5 lf the foot should say, “Because I am not a hand, I am not of the 
body,” is it therefore not of the body? 16 And if the ear should say, 
“Because I am not an eye, I am not of the body,” is it therefore not of the 
body? 17 lf the whole body were an eye, where would be the hearing? If the 
whole were hearing, where would be the smelling? 18 But now God has set 
the members, each one of them, in the body just as He pleased. ,9 And if 
they were all one member, where would the body be? 20 But now 
indeed there are many members, yet one body. 21 And the eye cannot say 
to the hand, “I have no need of you”; nor again the head to the feet, “I 
have no need of you.” 22 No, much rather, those members of the body 
which seem to be weaker are necessary. 23 And those members of the 
body which we think to be less honorable, on these we bestow greater 
honor; and our unpresentable parts have greater modesty, 24 but our 
presentable parts have no need. But God composed the body, having 
given greater honor to that part which lacks it, 25 that there should be no 
schism in the body, but that the members should have the same care for 
one another. 26 And if one member suffers, all the members suffer with it; 
or if one member is honored, all the members rejoice with it. 27 Now you 
are the body of Christ, and members individually. 
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Mark 1 4:22 - 24 And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, blessed and 
broke it, and gave it to them and said, “Take, eat; this is My body.” 'Then 
He took the cup, and when He had given thanks He gave it to them, and 
they all drank from it. 24 And He said to them, “This is My blood of 
the new covenant, which is shed for many. 

Paragraph #4 

Romans 3:10 As it is written: "There is no one righteous, not even one; 

John 1 7:22 And the glory which You gave Me I have given them, that they 
may be one just as We are one: 

1 Timothy 1:15 This is a faithful saying and worthy of all acceptance, 
that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners, of whom I am 
chief. 

1 Corinthians 1 5:9 For I am the least of the apostles, who am not 
worthy to be called an apostle, because I persecuted the church of God. 

Jeremiah 18:6 “O house of Israel, can I not do with you as this potter?” 
says the Lord. “Look, as the clay is in the potter’s hand, so are you in My 
hand, 0 house of Israel! 

Paragraph #8 

Matthew 28:19 - 20 Go therefore and make disciples of all the nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Spirit, '“teaching them to observe all things that I have commanded you; 
and lo, I am with you always, even to the end of the age.” Amen. 

John 1 3:34 A new commandment I give to you, that you love one 
another; as I have loved you, that you also love one another. 

Matthew 5:44 But I say to you, love your enemies, bless those who curse 
you, do good to those who hate you, and pray for those who spitefully 
use you and persecute you, 

1 Corinthians 12:1 - 12 Now concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I do 
not want you to be ignorant: 2 You know that you were Gentiles, carried 
away to these dumb idols, however you were led. Therefore I make 
known to you that no one speaking by the Spirit of God calls Jesus 
accursed, and no one can say that Jesus is Lord except by the Holy Spirit. 
There are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. There are differences 
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of ministries, but the same Lord. 6 And there are diversities of activities, 
but it is the same God who works all in all. 7 But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to each one for the profit of all: 8 for to one is given the 
word of wisdom through the Spirit, to another the word of knowledge 
through the same Spirit, 9 to another faith by the same Spirit, to another 
gifts of healings by the same Spirit, ,0 to another the working of miracles, 
to another prophecy, to another discerning of spirits, to another different 
kinds of tongues, to another the interpretation of tongues. "But one and 
the same Spirit works all these things, distributing to each one 
individually as He wills. ,2 For as the body is one and has many members, 
but all the members of that one body, being many, are one body, so 
also is Christ. 

Paragraph #9 

2 Timothy 3:16-17 All Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness, 17 that the man of God may be complete, thoroughly 
equipped for every good work. 

Paragraph #11 

Luke 21:27 Then they will see the Son of Man coming in a cloud with 
power and great glory. 

John 14:3 And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again and 
receive you to Myself; that where I am, there you may be also. 

Paragraph #13 

Hebrews 4:12 For the word of God is living and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, piercing even to the division of soul and 
spirit, and of joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and 
intents of the heart. 

Proverbs 2:2 - 5 . . . incline your ear to wisdom, And apply your heart 
to understanding; 3 Yes, if you cry out for discernment, And lift up 
your voice for understanding, 4 If you seek her as silver, And search 
for her as for hidden treasures; 5 Then you will understand the fear of 
the Lord, And find the knowledge of God. 

1 Timothy 1:5 Now the purpose of the commandment is love from a pure 
heart, from a good conscience, and from sincere faith, 

Hebrews 10:22 let us draw near with a true heart in full assurance of 
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faith, having our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience and our bodies 
washed with pure water.

1 Samuel 16:7 But the Lord said to Samuel, “Do not look at his 
appearance or at his physical stature, because I have refused him. For 
the Lord does not see as man sees; for man looks at the outward 
appearance, but the Lord looks at the heart.” 

Psalms 139:23 - 24 Search me, 0 God, and know my heart; Try me, 
and know my anxieties; 24 And see if there is any wicked way in me, And 
lead me in the way everlasting.
